three-day conference.

pate. Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, 
adm inistrator of the federal works 
agency, is general chairm an. 
‘Nation Shocked’ 
“The nation has been shocked,” 
the President 
said, 
“ by 
a 
long 
series of spectacular fires 
in 
the 
last few m onths—which have re­ 
sulted in such great loss of life and 
: such widespread misery. 
“Just the other day, the Texas 
City disaster drove homo anew the 
lesson th a t we must find ways and 
m eans to com bat the ever-present 
danger of fire and explosion. 
The great hotel fires of last year 
again showed that we cannot a f­ 
ford to entrust our citizens’ 
lives 
to unsafe buildings. 
“But these fires which m ake the 
headlines are only a small fraction 
of the* total. Thousands of lives are 
lost annually and tens 
of 
thous­ 
ands of people are injured in 
the 
m any less spectacular fires which 
occur hour afte r hour, 
day 
a fte r 
day, throughout the year.” 
Legacy of Old Const ruction 
A contributing factor, Mr. T ru ­ 
man said “is our legacy of old con­ 
struction. Also, we have

plexity of building laws and codes 
in some communities, and too few 
in others. In

these laws are outdated,

responsibility for safety from fire 
is not clearly defined.”

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WILSON’S CHOICE 
Woodrow Wilson did many unusual things. 
Perhaps the most remarkable was to estab­ 
lish what must be a record for the number 
of college presidencies tendered. In the single 
year 1901, according to his latest biographer, 
Prof. Arthur S. Link, he rejected opportuni­ 
ties to head Alabama, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Virginia, Washington and Lee, 
and Williams. The Virginia post he refused 
three times. Then after these seven unac­ 
cepted offers, he took the eighth, that of his 
alma mater, Princeton. 
His fairy godmother must have guided 
his steps. Even when firmly established in 
educational paths, Wilson dreamed of a poli­ 
tical career. This came when his Princeton 
presidency led him to the governorship of 
New Jersey and the White House. New Jer­ 
sey provided a particularly good political 
opportunity. It was a doubtful state, badly 
governed. The other seven states to which 
Wilson could have gone were steadfastly Re­ 
publican or steadfastly Democratic, there­ 
fore not apt to furnish presidential candi­ 
dates. Of the possible exceptions Massachu­ 
setts was well-governed, so that Wilson would 
have had little reforming to do and there­ 
fore little chance to capture the imagination 
of his party. As for Nebraska, it would have 
been hard for any other Democrat to become 
a national figure in the state of William Jen­ 
nings Bryan. 
Wilson could hardly have foreseen all this. 
He must have been lucky, or predestined or 
intuitive in his choice. 
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The savage and the civilized among men 
have always reacted to jewels. Consequently, 
disposition of one of the world’s most famous 
stone-, the big Hope Diamond, was of great 
interest after the death of its owner, Evalyn 
Walsh McLean of Washington. It had been 
expected to bring bad luck to all its owners, 
one of whom, Queen Marie Antoinette of 
France, died on the Guillotine. 
Mrs. McLean, whose father’s mining luck 
brought the family a fortune, enjoyed wear­ 
ing the 441 m carat diamond on a 
chain 
around her neck. Whether or not she held 
it responsible for the tragedies in her life, she 
would never permit any of her family to 
touch it. I vm from the grave she has tried 
to protect them from it, for 20 years at least, 
during which time it is to repose in a bank 
vault, awaiting the day when her estate is to 
be divided among her grandchildren. So, out 
of sight, but not out of the memory of ro­ 
mancers, goes the glamorous gem. 
Those extraordinary jewels, of which there 
are only a few in the world—the Hope, the 
Koh-i-Noor, the Star of the South and the 
rest—are not even very beautiful. They are 
surprisingly dull and uninteresting as adorn­ 
ment. It is doubtful whether the pleasure of 
wearing them compensates for the trouble 
and expense of insuring them and taking care 
of them. Their best place is probably in a 
museum of art or natural history, where 
they can he enjoyed by all who care to look, 
for their beauty if they have any, for their 
interest as geological specimens. 
The girl with the small, sparkling diamond 
in her treasured engagement ring undoubt­ 
edly gets more fun out of wearing it than 
any wealthy woman ever got out of a jewel 
of the size and costliness of the Hope Dia­ 
mond.

The test of the competence and sustaining power 
of democracy is the freedom of the individual to 
his own point of view, to the expression of the fruits 
of his mind by whatever gifts are available to him. 
The suppression of freedom of thought, of speech, 
of the written word is a crime against democratic 
existence. 
We protested violently when Hitler 
burned l>ooks; we are critical of Stalin’s Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
Freedom of speech includes freedom to oppose. 
For instance, I shall not see Charlie Chaplin's new 
picture because 1 dislike Charlie Chaplin's politics 
and his personal life. I possess the inalienable right 
to oppose his politics, to dislike him and to stay 
away from his pictures. I do not have a right, legal 
or moral, to throw a brick at the theatre where he 
shows or to coerce any other person into accept­ 
ing my point of view. If I attem pted either, I could 
go to jail 
and rightly. 
In a word, as long as my opposition is an ex­ 
pression of opinion, it is inalienable; when that op­ 
position assumes the nature of an overt act, it may 
become a misdemeanor or even a felony. 
In the case of both Kirten Flagstad and Paul 
Robeson, the opposition arises not because of their 
art hut because of their politics. Flagstad was m ar­ 
ried to a Norwegian who was apparently sympa­ 
thetic to the Nazi and she went his way. Paul Robe­ 
son has for many years been actively and pub­ 
licly pro-Communist. Flagstad is accused of singing 
in the presence of the Nazi; Robeson not only sings 
to Communists hut 
he delivers speeches which 
offend those who hate Communism. 
I believe that Flagstad and Robeson have an 
inalienable right under the American Constitution 
to sing unmolested wherever a place can be hired 
for them. Those who prefer to listen to them should 
be unmolested and the police who tolerate any dis­ 
turbance, including picketing, are remiss in their 
duty. It is Flagstad and Robeson who should he 
protected, not those who intolerantly seek to im­ 
pose their preferences upon other citizens. 
Those 
who do not care to listen to either have a right to 
refrain from attending; but they have no right, 
under the American way of life, to force anyone 
else to refrain. 
This is tremendously important because what 
we have to prove in a democracy is that we can tol­ 
erate differences and are strong enough to take 
such differences in oifr stride. The Russians insist 
ujxin a monolithic culture because they are afraid 
that a free people will demand increasing freedoms. 
They hold the Russian people in tutelage, in bond­ 
age, because they dare not permit freedom. It is 
essential for our continued existence that here in 
tin* United States no such state of tutelage exist. 
Neither the government, nor any sell-organized, 
money-raising society, nor a columnist, nor a news­ 
paper has a legal or a moral right even to attem pt 
by force, by boycott, by organized overt effort, 
to suppress any freedom of expression. 
The Communists and their stooges have con­ 
ducted a nationwide boycott against Flagstad, not 
because they object to her voice hut because they 
dislike her politics. They have picketed her; they 
have demonstrated at her concerts. They have tried 
to embarrass, annoy, coerce those who wanted to 
attend her concerts. They have committed nuisances 
of various kinds. 
Hut when other Americans object to Paul Robe­ 
son because of his politics, they let out an awful 
howl. Obviously the cases are parallel and the 
same rule of life applies. Robeson has been declared 
by “Pravda” a good friend of Soviet Russia. Anti- 
Russians and anti-Communistfi will therefore dis­ 
like Robeson’s politics and his friendships. They 
may therefore refuse to listen to his songs. They 
have no right to prevent others from listening to his 
songs. 
If Kirsten Flagstad or Paul Robeson has com­ 
mitted acts against the United States of America, 
that is the business of our courts, not of a mob. A 
country that gave A1 Capone a fair trial will not 
tolerate mob law for Flagstad, Robeson or any­ 
body else. The trouble is that most of the agitators 
of mob hate have never thought out its conse­ 
quences. They do not understand the nature of the ¡ 
boomerang.

That Body of Yours

B O D Y P R O C E S S E S I N B O IL S 
While nearly everybody has at least one boil dur­ 
ing their lifetime, there are many who seem to 
suffer with "crops" of boils at times. Just why some 
are bothered so much with boils and others escape 
has never been satisfactorily explained. Some sul- 
ferers state that they believe their boils are caused 
by too much starch foods; others, by too much fat 
foods; and still others, by a "run-down" condition 
that makes every little scratch on the skin or any 
hair pulled out turn to a boil. 
That acne (pimples) and boils may be caused 
by lack of thyroid juice in the blood is stated by Dr. 
Mark M. Marks in the "Southern Medical Journal." 
This lack of thyroid juice (hypothyroidism) 
is 
shown by a low metabolism rate. That is, all the 
body processes work at a slower rate than normal, 
the tem perature is low in the morning, heart always 
heats at a slow rate, and the individual always feels 
tired or lazy. 
Some months ago I spoke of a number of cases 
of acne (pimples), which were helped by the daily 
use of thyroid extract. This stimulated all the body 
processes and removal of wastes from the skin, in­ 
cluding the removal of blackheads and too much 
oil on the skin. Dr. Marks states th at thyroid ex­ 
tract, in the usual amount, of 1 to 2 grains daily 
and divided into several doses, will increase the 
rate of metabolism — including the morning tem ­ 
perature. The result is that there is no thickening 
of the oil in the oil glands of the skin, owing to in­ 
creased heat caused by the body processes becom­ 
ing more active.

The savage and the civilized among men 


have always reacted to jewels. Consequently, 
disposition of one of the world's most famous 
stones, the big Hope Diamond, was of great 
interest after the death of Its owner, Evalyn 
Walsh McLean of Washington. It had been 
expected to bring bad luck to all its owners, 
one of whom, Queen Marie Antoinette of 
France, died on the Guillotine. 


Mrs. 
McLean, whose father's mining luck 


brought the family a fortune, enjoyed wear- 
ing the 44ii; carat diamond on a chain 
around her neck. Whether or not she held 
it responsible for the tragedies in her life, she 
would never nrrmit any of her family to 
touch it. Kv«:n from the grave she has tried 
to protect them from it, for 20 years at least; 
during which time it is to repose in a bank 
•vault, awaiting the duy when her estate is to 
be divided among her grandchildren. So, out 
of sight, but not out: of the memory of ro- 
mancers, goes the glamorous gem. 


Those extraordinary Jewels, of which there 


arc only a few in the world—the Hope, the 
Koh-i-Noor. the Star of the South and the 
rest—are not even very beautiful. They are 
surprisingly dull and uninteresting as adorn- 
ment. It is doubtful whether the pleasure ol 
wearing them compensates for the trouble 
and expense of insuring them and taking care 
of them. Their best place is probably in a 
museum of art or natural history, where 
they can be enjoyed by all who care to look, 
for their beauty if they have any, for their 
Interest as geological specimens. 


The girl with the small, sparkling diamond 


in her treasured engagement ring undoubt- 
edly gets more fun out of wearing it than 
any wealthy woman ever got out of a jewel 
of the size and costliness of the Hope Dia- 
mond. 


WILSON'S CHOICE 


Woodrow Wilson did many unusual things. 


Perhaps the most remarkable was to estab- 
lish what must be a record for the number 
of college presidencies tendered. In the single 
year 190:1. according to his latest biographer, 
Prof. Arthur S Link, he rejected opportuni- 
ties to head Alabama, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Virginia, Washington and Lee, 
and Williams. Thr Virginia post he refused 
three times. Then after these seven unao 
ccpted offers, he took the eighth, that of his 
alma mater, Princeton. 


His fairy godmother must have guided 


his steps. Kvcn when firmly established in 
educational paths, Wilson dreamed of a poli- 
tical career. This came when his Princeton 
presidency led him to the governorship of 
New Jersey and the White House. New Jer- 
sey provided a particularly good political 
opportunity. It was a doubtful state, badly 
sroverncci. The other seven states to which 
Wilson could have gone were steadfastly Re- 
publican or steadfastly Democratic, there- 
fore not apt to furnish presidential candi- 
dates. Of the possible exceptions Massachu- 
setts was well-governed, so that Wilson would 
have had little reforming to do and there- 
fore little chance to capture the imagination 
of his party. As for Nebraska, it would have 
been hard for any other Democrat to become 
a national figure in the state of William Jen- 
nings Brynn. 


Wilson could hardly have foreseen all this. 


He must have been lucky, or predestined or 
intuitive in his choice. 


FLORIDA NATIONAL PARK

FLAOSTAD AND HOBESON 


The test of the competence and sustaining power 


of democracy is the freedom of the individual lo 
his own point of view, to the expression of the fruit* 
of his mind by whatever gifts are available to him. 
The suppression of freedom of thought, of speech, 
of the written word is a crime against democratic 
existence. 
We protested violently when Hitler 


burned books; wo are critical of Stalin's Iron Cur- 
tain. 


Freedom of speech Includes freedom to oppose. 
For Instance, I shall not see Charlie Chaplin's new 
picture because I dislike Charlie Chaplin's politics 
and his personal life. I possess the inalienable right 
to oppose his politics, to dislike him and to slay 
away from his pictures. I do not have a right, legal 
or moral, to throw a brick at the theatre where he 
shows or to coerce any other person into accept- 
ing my point of view. If I attempted either; I could 
BO to juil—and rightly. 


In a word, as long as my opposition is an ex- 
pression of opinion, it is inalienable; when that op- 
position assumes the nature of an overt act, it may 
become a misdemeanor or even a felony. 


In the case of both Kirtcn Flagstad and Paul 


Robcson, the opposition arises not because of their 
art but because? of their politics. Flagstacl was mar- 
ried to a Norwegian who was apparently sympa- 
thetic to the Nazi and she went his way. Paul Robe- 
son has for many years been actively and pub- 
licly pro-Communist. Flagstad is accused of singing 
in tho presence of the Nazi; Robcson not only sings 
to Communists but he delivers speeches which 
offend those who hate Communism. 
I believe that Flagstad and Robeson have an 


inalienable right under the -American Constitution 
to sing unmolested wherever a place can be hired 
for them. Those who prefer to listen to them should 
be unmolested and the police who tolerate any dis- 
turbance, including picketing, are remiss in their 
duty. II i.s Flagstad and Robcson who should be 
protected, not those who intolerantly seek to Im- 
pose their preferences upon other citizens. Those 
who do not care to listen to either have a right to 
refrain from attending; but they have no right, 
under the American way of life, to force anyone 
else to refrain. 


This in tremendously important because what 


we huvr to prove in a democracy is that we can tol- 
erate differenced and are strong enough to take 
such differences in oifr stride. The Russians insist 
upon a monolithic culture because they are afraid 
that a free ]>eople will demand increasing freedoms. 
They hold the Russian people in tutelage, in bond- 
age, because they 'dare not permit freedom. It is 
essential for our continued existence that here in 
the United Slates no such stale of tutelage exist. 
Ni.-ither the government, nor any sell-organized, 
money-raising society, nor n columnist, nor a news- 
paper h;is u legal or a moral right even lo attempt 
by force, by boycott, by organized overt effort, 
to suppress any freedom of expression. 
The Communists and their stooges have con- 
ducted a nationwide boycott against Flagstad, not 
because they object to her voice but because they 
dislike her politics. They have picketed her; they 
have demonstrated at her concerts. They have tried 
to embarrass, annoy, coerce those who wanted to 
attend her concerts. They have committed nuisances 
of various kinds. 
But when other Americans object to Paul Robe- 


son because of his politics, they let out an awful 
howl. Obviously the cases are parallel and the 
same rule of life applies. Robeson has been declared 
by "Pravda" B good friend of Soviet Russia. Anti- 
Russians and anti-Communists will therefore dis- 
like Robeson's politics and his friendships. They 
may therefore refuse to listen to his songs. They 
have no right to prevent others from listening to his 
songs. 


If Kirstcn Flagstad or Paul Robcson has com- 
mitted acts against the United States of America, 
that Is the business of our courts, not of a mob. A 
country that gave Al Capone a fair trial will not 
tolerate moll law for Flagstad, Robeson or any- 
body' el»i\ The trouble is that most of the agitators 
of mob hate have never thought out its conse- 
quences. They do not understand the nature of the 
boomerang.

BODY PROCESSES IN BOILS 


Whllf nearly everybody has at least one boil dur- 


ing thcii1 lifetime, there are many who seem lo 
suffer with "crops" of bolls at times. Just why some 
are bothered so much with boils and others escape 
has never been satisfactorily explained. Some suf- 
ferers state that they believe their boils are caused 
by too much starch foods; others, by loo much fat 
foods; and still others, by a "run-down" condition 
that makes every little scratch on the skin or any 
hair pulled out turn to a boil. 


That acne (pimples) and boils may be caused 


by lack of thyroid juice In the blood is stated by Dr. 
Mark M. Marks in the "Southern Medical Journal." 
This lack of thyroid juice Chypothyroulism) is 
shown by n low metabolism rate. Thut; is, till the 
body processes work at u slower rale than normal, 
the temperature is low in the morning, heart always 
beats at a slow rale, and the individual always feels 
tired or lazy.

We have the word of Charles 


•Michelson that a large batch of 
mysterious letters turned up dur- 
ing tho 1940 campaign, "supposed 
to be from Henry Wallace," then 
Roosevelt's candidate for 
vice- 


president, which greatly alarmed 
Harry Hopkins, the Rusputin ot 
the New Deal. Hopkins wanted to 
suppress them but Michelson and 
Ed. Flynn, wise old practical poli- 
ticians, decided to do nothing but 
let the Republicans make the first 
move. The party behind Wendell 
Willkie at that time could hi I upon 
no way to bring them to public 
view nnd, Michalson writes in his 
memoirs, "the storm passed and 
they never figured in the 
cam- 


paign." 


About that time, a batch of let- 
ters supposed to be from Henry 
Wallace was examined by a few 
newspaper writers and editors Who 
were unable to make any use ol 
them because they felt that they 
could not take the initiative under 
the peculiar circumstances. Later 
photostats of a batch of letters, 
supposed to be from Henry Wal- 
lace, got into limited circulation 
and a number of copies are now 
extant. 


Wallace sometimes Is described 


by his friends as a "mystic." A 
mystic is "one given to mysticism; 
one who holds mystical views." Of 
mysticism, 
my dictionary says: 


"The doctrine lhat the ultimate 
nature of reality or the divine es- 
sense may be known in an immedi- 
ate insight differing from all ordi 
nary sensation or ratiocination;

Walter Lippmann, who certainly 


knows Wallace and is not person- 
ally hostile to him, wrote that 
Wallace, in his recent 
adventures 
abroad had fled from

Rive and take of politics and ad- 
mintMrnlion "to the comforting 
applause of coteries, to the de- 
velopment of a cult and to make 
himself a sacrificial offering for 
the sins of the world." 


That, of course, is only an indi- 


vidual opinion but it is the opinion 
of an informed political essayist 
and it is not derogatory but only 
critical. Lippmann said 
further 


that "the reason why Roosevelt 
and his closest advisers decided 
against renominating Wallace for 
vice-president in 1944 was that 
these tendencies wore already evi- 
dent then." 


1 take it that Roosevelt had seen 


the mysterious letters and that 
Lippmann either has seen them or 
knows their contents. Michelson, in 
1940, 
when the letters so alarmed 
Hopkins, was the chief press agent 
of the Democratic party but he was 
more than that. He was one of the 
elder statesmen of the party and 
the author of some of Roosevelt's 
speeches.

Dr. Robert E. Plunkett, com- 


mittee member and assistant state 
commissioner for tuberculosis con- 
tr< 1, said it was the first such 
sti tc program. 


3.C.G. was introduced in France 


over 20 years ago and has been 
used to vaccinate more than 5,- 
000,000 pcrsohs, mostly in Europe. 
When properly prepared and used 
it seems effective against tubercu- 
losis and harmless to humans, the 
report added. 


Dr. Plunkett said it was not 


known how long the vaccine re- 
mains effective or how many who 
have received it are actually pro- 
tected. Guesses, he said, claim an 
immunity of from four to eight to 
ten years. 


The New York state program 


will seek answers to both ques- 
tions. B.C.G. is given by punctur- 
ing the skin as in smallpox vac- 
cinations. It leaves a similar scar 
but there is no fever or pain, the 
report stated.
